h -am consulted with a msrtber of individuals in the 136/ 1. They have 
1 1 with much more detailed information than 

1 will get forth in this memorandum . We feel strongly that any new 
policy should be more permissive rather than restrictive, particularly 
with respect to the conditions under which independent research can 
be published by overt professional employees of the Agency. All 
of our experience In dealing with academic officials over the past 
12 years points to the great importance which is attached to right 
of publication . We cannot expect to attract the better students 
from the u ni versities or to elicit the full support of prominent 
experts in the academic community if we severely circumscribe the 
right of our professional employees to publish in professional 
journals, as do their colleagues in other Government departments 
asd in the academic world . The present policy of the Director In 
attemptifiE bo develop closer relationships with outside experts in 
industry, era? particularly in universities, will be weakened signi- 
ficantly if the Agency adopts a "hard line" on outside publication. 

Inasmuch as any new publication policy will affect the W/l perhaps 
more than any other Directorate, I trust that I will have an oppor- 
tunity to review the draft before it is issued as an Agency regulation. 
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3, TwmXm, to the specific case which has prompted this appeal, 
the grounds o n -which refusal to publish was decided me twofold : 

(l) | l ie well know sa a CIA employee; and (2) the subject 

matter involved touches on U.S. policy, and is a matter of inter- 
national debate. We would counter with the fact that the conclusions 


of the propos ed article are completely consistent with the views 
of this and the previous Administration, and that the article merely 
bolsters these views with a recitation of some of the more important 
facts of Western Europe’s economic life. A further point in con- 
tention is that the material on which clearance was ashed ms taken 
largely from a classified 0EF. report. This is true, but the classi- 
fied report, in turn, was prepared from an open source analysis 
which was given as a lecture in a seminar at George Washington Uni- 
versity by the author last summer . The reason for the classification 
as an Agency report was the inclusion of certain additional Information 
which was later removed from the copy submitted for clearance. 


h , Certainly, there is some small risk in any open publication 
policy but m see a world of difference between engaging in public 
controversy end writing up the results of independent research for 
professional journals. Further, our experience convinces uc that 
the advantages to be gained fro© overt publication outweigh the 
small risks of conceivable publicity. 


5, We believe it le in the best long run interest of the Agency 
to continue with a policy of permitting publication in professional 
journals when the use of classified materials clearly is not Involved 
sod w hen there ia no significant risk of adverse publicity. I be- 
lieve | l article meets these criteria and request that 

permission be granted for publication,
